*r7 work, are Interested in . the In- 
restigatioa by the Greenfield (Mass.) 
Gazette and Courier, which gives con- 
siderable fpace to the reasons for the 
practice, questions its necessity and 
suggests wayt to prevent the risk of 
burning down one's house Ia order to 
get the old paint off. It sayt: 


There U a good deal of discassioa 


among fcousehoiders as to the desir- 
ability. In paiaUcs houses, of burning 
off the old paint, a practice that has 
grown Tery common of late In Green- 
field and elsewhere. Insurance men 
are strongly opposed to this method. 
It makes roid insurance policies for 
fires caused la this manner. Several 
houses In Greenfield have gotten afire 
as the result of this method, and la 
some places houses have burned u a 
result.

Huntsman and Dogs. 


Ingry simple, and oak. maple or chest- 
cut leares—In fact. Icaies from aJ- 
laost any tree, may be utilized. 


Press the leaves for a few days In 


a .book or by some other deTlca to 
make them smooth and stiff. When 
the leares are ready for ikeletonMos. 
cut out of paper the pictures which 
are to be rrpr-duced, trimming them 
closely with sharp scissor*. 


Paste the pictures on the leares 


with common four paste or mncilage. 
Before the paste has time to dry lay 
the leaves, with paper pictures upper- 
most, on an Ironing board or other 
smooth surface on which a cloth has 
betn spread as for Ironing. 
- • 


Take a common clothes brush or a 
stoe brush and beat the lea'res with 
the bristles. The paper protects the 
parts of the leares coTered, and the 
oncoTered parts are skeletonized by 
the beating. When through beating.

Attempted tr Accomplished Assaults 


on White Women To!d_In Flaring 


Headlines Inflames Citizens, 


Who Turn Avengers. 


Atlanta, Ga, Sept. 11.—A race war 


of alarming proportions began here 
Saturday night. . Through the night 
It raged with rarylng vigor, and when 
rooming dawned it found a number 
ot negroes aad one white man dead, 
a score of both races wounded and 
the downtown streets in possession 
of eight 'companies of the 
Fifth 


Georgia Infantry, with a battery - ot 
light artillery in reserve. Through 
the day little of Importance ocenrred. 
The police claimed, with the aid of 
the military, to have the situation un- 
der control.. .• • 


Cause • of Trouble. 
; 


This condition came as the result 


cf numerous and repeated assaults or 
attempted assaults opon white wom- 
en by negroes. The last of an evca 
dozea of such assaults withla the lim- 
its of Fulton couaty withla the last 
nine weeks came Saturday, when four 
attempts at assauluwere reported. 


Flaring headlines la the special edi- 


tions of afternoon papers wrought the 
populace to high [itch of excitement. 


The nsnal Saturday zdght crowds 


were largely Increased by men and 
bovs wko thronged 
the downtown 


streets. There was no leader "and no 
overt act until late In the evening. 


Negro Attacks White Woman. 


About ten o'clock 
a negro man 


choved a white woman from tte side- 
walk ca \Vhltetall street. In the cea- 
tor of town. Almost simultaneously, 
a negro woman made an insulting re^ 
mark to a white man on an adjoining 
street, aad he administered what he 
considered due punishment. 


Frora this start the excited crowd, 


which had become a mob, began Its 
wprk of destruction. 
Five thousand 


men and boys thronged the down- 
town streets looking for negroes. 
News that a riot had started brought 
thousands fron* their homes In the 
suburbs and residence districts, until 
fully 10,000 men thronged the down- 
town section. 


General Assault en Negroes. • 


They made attacks on the Incoming 


street care. Each ear was scanned 
for negroes.' The trolleys were pulled 
from the wires and In the semi-dark- 
ness of the unllghted car negroes were 
beaten, clubbed and stamped opon In 
an unreasoning mad frenzy. If a ne- 
gro ventured resistance or" remon- 
strated. It meant practically sure 
death. 


One car half filled with negroes ap- 


proached from an outside run. The 
mob dashed for the car. Resistance 
was made by the negroes, who had 
ziot been apprised of the trouble. 
Three negroes lay dead 'on the floor 
of the car when It-was permitted to 
move on. and two more were beaten 
Into unconsciousness.

Mayor Tries ta Step Mob. 


. When the crowd seemed to be get- 
ting, beyond control, at about 
ten 


o'clock Mayor Woodward mounted a 
car platform on Peachtree aad Mari- 
etta streets and .urged the crowd to 
disperse, declaring that tte assaults 
cf.the white women would be ade- 
quately and promptly punished by dae 
process of law. Mayor Woodward was 
given a 'respectful hearing, but when 
te finished the work of destruction 
Ts-i* resumed. He made aaother ap- 
peal a few moments later, bat with- 
out result. Then he turned In a gen- 
eral fire alarm, calling the, entire de- 
partment to the scene. 


Orders.Chief to Clear Streets. 


To Chief Joyner he gave the laconic 


order. "Clear the streets." The re- 
sult was to stop the mob la Its work 
in that Immediate section and to drive 
It to other streets," The situation be- 
came so threatening at 11 o'clock 
that GOT. Terrell was appealed to to 
order out the state troops. 


Although no request had come from 


the sheriff. GOT. Terrell gave the or- 
der mobilizing the eight local infantry 
companies at once. Previously a po- 
lice riot call had been sounded snm- 
taouing all police reserves to kead- 
qnarters. 


Negroes Flee from City.
